Over the last month or so I have been lifting up the possibility of our parish offering the Life Teen and Edge 
programs to our high school and middle school youth, while keeping our Gatherings of Grace in the forefront 
as the way we pass on our Catholic faith and identity as a parish community. 

Life Teen is an international Catholic movement that serves the Church by providing resources and faith 
experiences that help lead teens closer to Christ. This is accomplished through a vibrant Eucharistic spirituality 
and by creating opportunities for teens to grow in their faith. Edge is a Catholic middle school youth ministry 
that uses the Life Teen model to meet the catechetical, educational, spiritual, emotional, and social needs of 
young adolescents. 

The Life Teen/Edge has a spirituality that is driven by the Holy Spirit. It is through Christ, with Christ and in 
Christ that we do all things and give all glory to God. This movement of the Church is guided by the teachings 
of Christ, his holy word and his precious Body and Blood. The entire ministry is dedicated to the Blessed 
Virgin Mary so that young people may be led to the feet of her son. 

One of the things that really drew me to think about Life Teen/Edge is that at the heart of the program is a 
Eucharistic-centered spirituality. Part of the Life Teen/Edge program would be for the parish community to 
offer a Eucharistic celebration on Sunday evenings that would include music more geared to our young 
people, but would also be open to everyone the parish. 

This coming Sunday through Wednesday, Teresa Thompson, Aaron and Cathleen Denekamp, Eric and Jenny 
Scherr and I will be attending a Life Teen/Edge Basic Training session to learn more about the program. 

In the Sparks column over the next several weeks I will share further highlights of the Life Teen and Edge 
programs. I ask you to pray and think about the possibilities this may have for our parish community, our 
middle school and high school youth and their families.

5t.T eresa o U esus 


On October 15 we will celebrate the memorial of St. Teresa of Jesus. Teresa was born into 
Spanish nobility, the daughter of Don Alonso Sanchez de Cepeda and Dona Beatriz. She 
grew up reading the lives of the saints, and playing "hermit" in the garden. Crippled by 
disease in her youth, she was cured after prayer to Saint Joseph. Her mother died when 
Teresa was 12, and Teresa prayed to Our Lady to be her mother's replacement. Her father 
opposed her entry to religious life, so she left home without telling anyone, and entered a 
Carmelite house at age 17. Seeing her conviction to her call, her father and family finally 
consented. Soon after taking her vows, Teresa began receiving visions, and was examined 
by Dominicans and Jesuits, including Saint Francis Borgia, who pronounced the visions to 
be holy and true. She considered her original house too lax in its rule, so she founded a 
reformed convent of Saint John of Avila. She and St. John of the Cross eventually founded 
several Carmelite houses, often against fierce opposition from local authorities. She was 
proclaimed a Doctor of the Church on 27 September 1970 by Pope Paul VI.
